Coaxing Out the Whelks 


The common whelk (buccinum un- 
datum) is much used by the Galloway 
fishermen as a bait for catching cod, 
it is interesting to note the curious 
way in which they get the creature 
out of its shell uninjured. After sell- 
ing their fish, the cods’ heads which 
were left were placed in a row, and 
long rows of the whelks arranged op- 
posite them. In a short time the vor- 
acious molluscs were stretching far 
out of their shells towards the fish 
heads. The extension greatly weak- 
encd their purchase upon the shell 
within, and when quickly grasped by 
the fishermen they could be pulled 
completely out without injury. The 
only other ways in which they can 
be extracted are by boiling or smash- 
ing the shells; but boiling lessens 
their value as bait, and the smashing 
process is too slow and inconvenient,

Kiel would be out of 
their hands, and there could be no 
charge made against them cither of 
weakness or revenge. Besides it 
would allay the bitter racial feeling 
growing up in Quebec.

Butter Overstocked Seized 


Now On Its Way to Britain to Feed 
Soldiers 


The Canada food board has seized 
and forced the sale of 392,000 pounds 
of meee butter stored by the 
Dominion Fish and Fruit Co., Ltd., 
Quebec. 

The Dominion Fish and Fruit Co., 
Ltd, without permission and in 
spite of rermonstrance from the Can- 
ada food board, held greater quan- 
tity of butter than was reasonably 
necessary to supply its own Cana- 
dian requirements, based on last 
year’s sales to the ordinary trade. 

Under the waste order the Canada 
food board seized 392,800 pounds of 
the 632,8000 pounds the company had 
in its possession, and gave it the op- 
tion of having the excess butter con- 
fiscated or sold to the dairy commis- 
sion for shipment to Great Britain 
and her allies. The company chose 
the latter alternative, and the butter 
is now on its way to Britain.

“Wool”. From Cork 

The British department of overseas 
trade has been informed through a 
reliable channel that a Spanish firm 
is manufacturing “wool” from cork 
which, it is claimed, may with advan- 
tage be substituted for natural wool 
in the manufacture of mattresses, pil- 
lows, quilts, etc. This material. is 
stated to be cleaner and lighter than 
wool, The cork is employed im the 
form of,very fine pellicles, of which 
14 go to make the thickness: of a-mil- 
limetre (0.03937 inch), It is first 
treated with chemicals to remove an 
resinous substances and to render it 
flexible and less likely to break. The 
cork is then sewn between two cot- 
ton sheets and pressed several times,

Takes Hotel Linen 


Swiss Proprietors of Places in Foe 
Lands Complain Bitterly 


Swiss hotel keepers who have ho- 
Aiitcls in Germany are very much an- 
Hi .noyed by ‘the way in which the Ger- 
man authorities have just requisi- 
tioned the hotel table and household 
linens. One Swiss, who has a large 
and flourishing hotel in Frankfort, 
told the World that the Germans 
have just requisitioned 70 per cent. 
of his hotel, house and table linen in 
that city. 

“We are getting the same treat- 
ment as the German hotelkeepers,” 
he said. “I was paid two-fifths of 
the pre-war price of my linen, 
which, of course, I can never replace, 
even at the old price, let alone at 
what they have promised to pay me. 
I did not get cash for the stuff, but a 
kind of “I.0.U."” which, I suppose, 
will be made into cash some day. 
There is not any linen at all in Ger- 
many, and the stuff being requisi- 
tioned is used for the wounded for 
bandages, and for small children who 
can’t wear substitutes in Leipsic, ho- 
telkeepers. have told visitors during 
the big fair time that they must bring 
their own sheets when they stop the 
night.” 

When asked about trade, he said: 
“We are doing a very big trade and 
served tea to 300 people cvery after- 
noon, too. At least it is called “tea,” 
though I’m sure I can’t tell you 
what it is really—some herb or other 
gathered by the German school 
chidlren in their free time. . One of 
the great troubles we hotclkeepers in 
Germany and Austria have to deal 
with now is the enormous number of 
boots stolen in hotels, when put out 
to be cleaned. When I was in Ber- 
lin last week a hotel was visited by 
one of these boot snatchers, who 
cleared off with every pair of boots 
put out to clean, and then left very 
early in the morning before even the 
cleaner was up. The row those vic- 
tims made was awful. Not a visitor 
in the hotel but had had his boots 
stolen. They have sued the hotel 
owner for damages, and as_ these 
boot robberies are getting to be ev- 
ery day events, even in good hotels, 
the German tribunals are now delib- 
crating. as to whether or not the 
hotel proprictors are responsible, The 
question is now being discussed with 
great zest in Germany, which used to 
be so honest that you might - have 
left your pocket book outside the 
door and found it untouched in the 
morning.
